Narrative 


IPRALL, JOSEPH (PEP) 


On Tuesday, December 12,2017, while on patrol vviih Deputy Arreola, patrols copied a BOLO broadcast by Schoharie County dispatch of a 200S Red Chevrolet 
Colorado, wanted by Otsego County in relation lo a double homicide in their county. Patrol and Deputy Arreola responded to I8S in tlicTownof RlcKinondville to 
'monitor iiaffic east bound fran Otsego County, Deputy Arreola and patrol staged in tbc last D*curn west of PJclunondville, before the Otsego County line. Patrols 
woic monitoring trafTic and observed a red Chcvnolci Coloiado east bound, Patrol i^diocd Sgt, Bever, whom was srandiog by in the next U-ruro east of oiu- 
location, and advised him that a vehicle molching the BOLO description was lieaded towards him. The vehicle appeared to be traveling at nonnal Speed for [85. 

’ Deputy An'eola pulled out of the U-tum and bcg,an following the vehicle. Deputy Aircob pulled close enough to the velu'cle that patrol able to confiim the 
IvcliicleiS license plotc of NY Rogrr QEV2432 as being the same license plate oumbej* broadcast in the BOLO. Patrol radioed to Sgt Bcvcr our cuivent location, 
jtmvcling east bound. Sgt. Bevor advised that he was going to respond to the Exil 20 off-ramp to prevent die veliidc from exiting 188 and directed Deputy Arreola 
to Initiate a vehicle stop on the vehicle as soon as we passed his bcation Patrols coolinucd to follow the vehicle. As soon as patrols passed Sgt. Bever^s location, 
Deputy .Arreola activated unil 920^s warning lights and miiiatcd a traffic stop on the vehicle. When Deputy Arreola activated the warning lights, the vehicle rumed 
Ion il5 right Cum Signal and began to pull over to the right shoulder of the rood. The vehicle pulled over to the right shoulder, but did not stop. The vehicle 
conimucd driving On the shoulder fora short distance and then merged right back on to llie driving lanes of 188, east bound. Sgt. Bover radioed dispatch that the 
vehicle was failing to comply. Paci'ol I'axlioed Deputy Stnilh, whom wua sUgiog at the nextU-lum cast of Exit 20 end advised him our units ■were headed towards 
him Unit 920 and Sgt. Bsver (unit 934) continued following the vehicle east bound. Deputy Smith pulled out and began driving ahead of the vehicle. All 
vehicles involved continued east bound, with speed of approximotdy 100 MPH. The truck then pulled around Deputy Smith (unit 910). Unit 934 and 910 bccamo 
primary Unilfi and Sgt, Bover directed Our unit (unit 920) to be (he call car, As patrols were continuing east bound, Sgt. Bever Loquired With the Slate Police units if 
any of their uniia were equipped with a Stinger, A NYSP umt radioed back that they wexe Sringoi* equipped and staging at the next east U-mm. Sgt. Bever radioed 
theNYSP unit of our heading and the rruck^s position. The vehicle passed the NYSP unites location and thcKYSP unit advised that the vehicle struck the Stinger, 
Sgt, Bever advised ihnt the Stinger was not effecrivc. All patrol units and the truck continued east bound on 188. speeds varying from 90 to 100 MPH. As the 
incident continued east bound, passed Exit 22, the truck began swerving dirunaucally on the roadway. Patrol continufid to r^dlo updates to dispatch. As units 
continued east bound, Sgt. Bovei' attempted to raise a unit near Exit 23, but there apparently were nounils ahead. As units and the trock approached Exit 23, patrol 
obseived the trucks brake lights come On and the vehicle cumed sharply to the right and entered the cast bound off-rtsrap. Patrol radioed that we were exiting 188 at 
Exit 23. The vehicle conrinued east bound on the off-ramp at a high rats of speed and then entered on to Slate Route 30A. not stopping at the stop sign and 
swerved to the left and then struck the guard rails on the opposite side of Stale Route 30A. At that tune, units involved exited our patrol units and this patrol took a 
position of cover behind unit 910. At that time, patrol as well os other units began verbal commands for the operator of the truck to show their hands. Patrol did 
not observe any movement from inside the truck. Several more commands were made for the occupants of the vehicle lo show their hands and again there was no 
compliance Qnd patrol did not observe movement from inside the vehicle. Deputy Smith advised that he was going to move towards the passenger aide of the 
mick. Patrol heard Depury Smith advise tbot he could see hands of the operator of the truck, and that he appeared to be unconscious. J^acrol observed Dqjuty 
Smith approach the passenger side door and open iu When Deputy Smith opened the door, patrol observed a gun with a wooden stock fall frem msid© the vehicle, 
on to the ground. Patrol then heard Deputy Smith say that the driver was unconscious, A1 that time, membeis of the New York State Police the approached the 
driver^a side door of Che truck and opened it, and began ordering the rnale inthe driver^s scat co get out of Oie vehicle. 1; appeared as if the male was noi 
cooperating and he was pulled irom the vehicle by members of the Slate Police. Patrol then moved to the driver^s side of the vehicle and assisted Trooper 
McKcowii in handcuffing the male. The male was handcuffed behind his back. This patrol then performed a pat search of the male, Patrol found a brown wallet 
in his back light pocket and a cigarette lighter in his from loft pocket. Patrol did not find any other items or objects on his person. There were no other occupants 
inthe vehicle Patrol then escorted ihemalc to unit 910, where he waa placed inthe rear passenger aide scat, As patrol was escorting the male to unit 910, the 
male staled think my jaw is broken^. Once the male was secured in unit 910, Sgt. Bever immediately requested EMS be dispaiohed lo the scene. Patrol asked 
the male what his nacifi was, The male stated that his name was Kevin Peiiy. Patrol asked Kevin if he was hurt anywhere else. Kevin slated that in addition to his 
jaw pain, his right knee hurt, as well as his ribs. Patrol stood by with Kevin until EMS arrived. Paramedio Bixby arrived on scene and began evaluating Kevin, 
Paramedic Bixby evaluated Kevin and advised that Kevin did ooi appear to have life threatening injuries, but that Ccbleskill Regional Hospital would not be 
suitable to treat Ids injui-ies EMS determined they would be transponidg to Bassett Hospital ofCooperaiowo. Sgt. Bever directed patrol and Deputy Arreola to 
ride on board Central Bridge Ambulanco for ti'ansport to the hospital. Central Bridge Ambulance transported to the hospital in Cooperstown. During transport, 
Kevin only spoke to the EMT on board rogarding his iojuries. Transport to the hospital occurred without bicident, Central Bridge Ambulance arrived at the 
hospital. At the hosplial, 3 unit from Otsego Cemmy was already there. Patrol briefed Sgt. Wilkens of what occurred in Schoharie County. Sgt, Wilkens advised 
that he was all set and required no fUrlherossisLancc. Deputy Smith arrived st tliehospitol and provided patrol and Deputy Arreola with transponatioaback to 
Scholiarie County. | 
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
